In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby 
requested to notify and warn the inhabitants of the said 
Town of Buxton, qualified to vote in town affairs, to 
meet in the Town House in said Town on Monday the 
first (1) day of March, A. D. 1915, at ten (10) o’clock 
in the forenoon to act on the following articles: 


Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To see if the town will vote to accept the 
- reports of the several town officers. 


Art. 3. To choose town officers for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 4. To see how much money the town will 
vote to grant and raise for the support of Common 
Schools for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To see how much money the town will 
vote to grant and raise for the support of the Free High 
School for the ensuing year. 
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Art. 6. To see how much money the town will 
vote to grant and raise for fuel and janitor service for 
the High School for the ensuing year. 


Art. 7. To see how much money the town will 
vote to grant and raise for text books for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 8. To see how much money the town will 
vote to grant and raise for school supplies (crayon, 
charts, paper, etc.) for the ensuing year. 


Art. 9. To see how much money the town will 
vote to grant and raise for repairs of school buildings 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 10. To see how much money the town will 
vote to grant and raise for labratory supplies for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 11. To see how much money the town will 
vote to grant and raise for the support of poor for the 
ensuing year.

To see if the town will vote “Yes” or “No” 
on the question of appropriating and raising money 
necessary to entitle the town to State aid as provided in 
Section 20 of Chapter 130 of the Public Laws of 1913. 
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Art. 15. To see if the town will appropriate and 
raise the sum of six hundred and sixty-six ($666) dollars 
for the improvement of the section of State aid road 
as outlined in the report of the State Highway Commis- 
sion, in addition to the amounts regularly raised for the 
care of ways, highways and bridges, the above amounts 
being the maximum which the town is allowed to raise.

To see what action the town will take in 
regard to the destruction of brown tail moths and raise 
money for the same. 


Art. 20. To see how much money the town will 
vote to grant and raise for breaking down snow for the 
winter of 1914 and 1915. 


Art. 21. To see how much money the town will 
vote to grant and raise for John H. Came Post, G. A. R. 
for Memorial Day. | 
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Art. 22. To see what per cent. the town will vote 


to pay for the collection ot taxes assessed, for the year 
1915. 


Art. 23. To see how much money the town will 
vote to grant and raise to pay interest on bonds and in- 
surance on school buildings for the ensuing year. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to empower 
the Selectmen and Treasurer to hire money to meet town 
expenses until the taxes are collected, if necessary to 
do so. 


Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to sell the 
windmill on the Bar Mills schoolhouse lot (by request — 
of S. S. Committee.) 


Art. 26. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to furnishing sheds for the horses of High School 
students. (By request of S. S. Committee.) 


Art. 27. To see how much money the town will 
vote to grant and raise to repair the road leading from 
John Warren’s to Standish line, where the highway has 
fallen into the river. 


Art. 28. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to repairing and painting the bridges at Union 
Falls, Salmon Falls, Bar Mills and West Buxton and to 
raise the necessary money therefor. 


Art. 29. To see how much money the town will 
vote to grant and raise to apply to the sinking fund al- 
ready established to take care of bonds issued. 
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Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to grant and 
raise the sum of $150 for a tramp-house at the poor 
farm. (Petition of Ivory Berry and 21 others.) 


Art. 31. To see how much money the town will 
vote to grant and raise for the support of electric lights 
in Bar Mills, Salmon Falls, Buxton Center and West 
Buxton. 


Art. 32. To see if the town will vote to grant and 
raise money to build a sidewalk at West Buxton to begin 
at the foot of Dow hill on northerly side of road and 
running by Post Office to the corner made by the inter- 
section of New Road, so-called. 


Art. 33. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the S. S. Committee as they in their judgement may de- 
cide, to arrange with the Town of Scarboro to re-estab- 
lish the school at South Buxton on condition that the 5. 
S. Committee of Town of Scarboro be similarly author- 
ized, said school not to be re-established before Septem- 
ber 1915, and to see what sum of money will be raised 
and appropriated for repairs on school building at said 
South Buxton. (Recommended by S. S$. Committee.) 


Art. 34. To see if the town will vote to have a 
revaluation of the real estate of the town also to raise 
money to pay for the same and to take any other action 
relative thereto. 


The Selectmen give notice that they will be in ses- 
sion at the Selectmen’s Office on the three secular days 
next preceding the day of election from ten (10) o’clock 
in the forenoon until five (5).o’clock in the afternoon 
for the purpose of correcting the list of voters.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


Buxton, Maine, February 12, 1915. 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens: 

No other department of the public affairs of a town 
comes so near the people, no other department comes 
under such close observation, and no other department 
is subject to more criticism than may be said of the pub- 
lic schools. 

In consequence of this justifiable relation we should 
in this annual report be conservative in our statements 
having in mind the presentation of conditions as we see 
them. We wish to acknowledge our appreciation of the 
helpful influences from outside the schoolrooms. The 
hearty co-operation that is so often noticed from parents 
and citizens certainly are necessary parts of a good 
school. 

It will be impossible in the space allotted to this re- 
port for me to more than take some of the important 
phases of the schools. To go into details would make a 
report taking more space than would be sanctioned by 
custom. 


Number of Schools. 


The schools throughout the town remain the same 
in number and locations as during the two preceding 
years. Some advocates of school consolidation would 
recommend that two schools at least be abolished and 
the children be placed in the nearest schools to those 


6 
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abolished. School consolidation has strong arguments in 
its favor yet there is no contradicting the stern fact that 
its disadvantages are many. This is a matter that should 
be considered very carefully before deciding to perman- 
ently discontinue a school. 


For several years the union school at South Buxton 
has been closed and the few children have been allowed 
school privileges at the Babb School, so called, in Gor- 
ham. This arrangement has been upon the whole very 
satisfactory. The Town of Buxton has paid tuition for 
children attending. It seems that from recent experi- 
ence the ‘Town of Gorham wishes to discontinue the 
school as there are so few scholars from the Gorham side 
to attend, in fact the School Committee of that town 
voted to discontinue the school but were persuaded to 
reconsider the matter and continue for another year. If 
Gorham should close the school indefinitely, Buxton 
would be compelled to make arrangements for school 
privileges. 


At present: time eight children living in that section 
are in the Babb school so the matter would be difficult to 
adjust.as the distance from the nearest school in Buxton 
for some of them would necessitate quite a journey if 
conveyance should be decided upon as the solution. 


The parents and residents within the jurisdiction of 
the vacant building at South Buxton are desirious to 
have the school re-established and from reports the par-. 
ents of children in Scarboro have expressed the same 
wish. This matter must be considered by the Committee 
and acted upon by the town before any definite plans can 
be made to open the school. 
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Schoolhouses. 


_ Considerable work has been done in repairs with the 
limited appropriation at hand. It has been the purpose 
of the School Committee to make the school room sur- 
roundings as sanitary as possible. The house at West 
Buxton had additional windows placed whereby the 
lighting of the school room is very: much improved. The 
room, however, should have better heating and I suggest 
the Smith Heater like the one at Bogg Mill school is. 
more desirable than the box stove. The Smith Heater 
takes care of the ventilation in the room which is a desir- 
able feature to be considered in heating. New _ black- 
boards should be placed in the Salmon Falls school and 
slate boards seem to be satisfactory. 

The details of the repairs are considered in the re- 
port of the Superintending School Committee therefore 
it is not necessary for me to discuss them. 


Teachers. 


As usual several changes had to be made in the list 
because of resignations in June. It is detrimental to a 
school system to have it subjected to the frequent 
changes as take place in rural sections. Until the towns 
of the State have money and school conditions that ap- 
peal to teachers there seems no way of preventing such 
changes. In nearly all cases the teachers who resigned 
to accept schools elsewhere we note that they are ob- 
taining decidedly higher salaries. 

The present teachers were selected with care and 
from results we have reasons to feel that no mistake was 
made. ‘They are all teachers of successful experience or 
graduates of Normal Schools, many of them meeting the 
two mentioned conditions. 
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The State law now requires teachers to hold State 
certificates or in case the certificate has not been pro- 
cured a permit takes its place for one year. Following 
this the teacher must obtain the State certificate in order 
to teach in the public schools of the State. In this con- 
nection I will report that the teachers of the town have 
been interested to obtain such certificates before the law 
made it made compulsory. During the spring term of 
school eleven teachers out of the fifteen held State cer- 
tificates. 

At opening of schools in September when the new 
law went into operation, we report that all teachers ex- 
cept one held the required certificates and we only had 
to obtain one permit. 

It is gratifying to note that eight teachers out of the 
twelve common school teachers are graduates of a Nor- 
mal school. 

One of the four not included in list of Normal school 
graduates has completed two years work at Boston Uni- 
versity, the other three having experience in the school- 
room. 

From these statements we conclude that our list is 
composed of well prepared teachers which speaks well 
for the schools of the town. 

Sickness in Schools. 

During the spring term our work was seriously in- 
terrupted by contagious sickness. There seemed no re- 
lief at hand in preventing considerable absence as the 
Board of Health had in mind the welfare of the citizens 
and issued an order to exclude from school all children 
who were not vaccinated. The school at Chicopee was 
conducted at the greatest loss of pupils as about one- 
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half the pupils from families who were not in sympathy 
with the regulation were excused from attending. This 
caused them to lose the entire term. At West Buxton 
we had some sickness during the Winter term, but the 
work was soon going along without being interrupted. 

During the Fall term of 1914 and the Winter thus 
far good attendance is reported and very little sickness 
has been in evidence and that not of a nature out of the 
ordinary. 

In connection I wish to compliment the parents for 
their willingness to comply with regulations regarding 
vaccination in order to have children attend school as 
well as for the safety of the children. 


High School 


Principal. S. C. Lanpher resigned at close of school in 
June to enter upon a course of study in law. He had 
successfully acted as principal for three years and his in- 
terest and untiring efforts for the high school had placed 
it at a high standard. His success and reputation was 
unusual. He held the esteem of pupils and citizens of 
the town. In selecting his successor we secured the ser- 
vices of L. W. Elkins, a graduate of Bates College. Mr. 
Elkins comes to us well recommended from those places 
where he has successfully taught. 

We feel that with Principal Elkins’ experience in 
handling high school work, a good selection was made. 
He is conscientious and thoroughly interested for the 
school, painstaking for the quality of work accomplished. 
The school maintains its usual high rank as rated by the 
State Department of Education. 

The school maintains about the same number of 
students as last year. This speaks well for a school lo- 
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cated in a rural section under conditions where pupils 
have such distances to travel to attend. 

I will call your attention to what I consider needs of 
the school in relation to improving the course of work 
outlined. 

The present system requires two teachers with a 
third part time which seems all that can be done with the | 
teaching list as it remains. The course should be ex- 
tended by the addition of another year in agriculture, 
making two years instead of one, also one or two essen- 
tial subjects ought to be taken, especially bookkeeping, 
which had to be dropped some time ago, I understand, 
because of lack of teachers. The school should employ 
a third teacher as a regular instructor and provide the 
above mentioned arrangements in plan of work. By do- 
ing this we would be more nearly in keeping with 
courses of work as outlined by other schools of reputa- 
tion. 


Drinking Fountains. 


According to the requirements of the law we very 
willingly arranged for individual drinking cups. Each 
school has in place of the old time accustomed germ 
laden and dust covered water-pail a sanitary closed tank 
that is kept closed as the water is taken through a 
faucet. Each schoolroom is provided with a small cup- 
board with compartments for holding the drinking cups. 


With this arrangement pupils and parents are well sat-- 
isfied. 


Course of Study 


It has been my purpose to encourage thorough work 
in classes. From my experience it seems that nothing of 
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more importance is considered than to have the pupils 
acquainted with what they go over. Some parents judge 
the progress of pupils by the number of pages covered in 
a certain time. I insist that pupils spend enough time on 
subjects to know something of their contents. This is 
especially true of the fundamentals in any subject. Un- 
less such work is thorough the pupil will make slow pro- 
gress later. 

It has been our plan to follow the State course which 
has been recently submitted. This course offers an out- 
line which seems to meet the needs of ordinary schools. 


Conclusion 


In closing I wish to call attention to the helpful in- 
fluences of the parents in many ways tending to assist 
teachers and school officials in securing results. The at- 
tention of parents is called to the tabular report which 
is made a part of this, also to the honor list in which so 
many names are reported as not being absent during 
either term. These conditions are encouraging and 
speak well for the schools in general. The matter of 
visits by parents are more helpful than seems to be with- 
out consideration. 

To the Superintending School Committee is due 
much credit for earnest support and interest to have the 
schools of the Town maintain the high standards that 
they should. 

The teachers are to be complimented upon their pro- 
fessional standards. ‘They show by regular attendance 
at local meetings and conventions that they wish to keep 
in touch with the best methods.

School census April 1, 1914, showed boys 253, girls 
244, making a total of 479 between the ages of 5 and 21, 
living in town. 

During the Fall term the enrollment in all the 
schools showed that 72 per cent of the school census 
were in school, not counting those who are attending out 
of town. 


PRINCIPAL’S REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


To the Superintendent, the Superintending School 
Committee and the citizens of Buxton: 

I herewith submit the following report: 

When I commenced work in September I found 
your high school well organized in every respect. The 
courses of study, similar to those found in other high 
schools of equal size throughout our State, have not 
been changed. ‘The well established methods of con- 
ducting the school work have been followed. The at- 
tendance is excellent. Most of the scholars are making 
commendable progress, and when the end of the school 
year comes, I believe a good year’s work will have been 
accomplished. 
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A considerable stock of chemicals and labratory ap- 
paratus has been added this year and we have every 
thing we need in our present work. However, education 
is progressive, and it is safe to say that new apparatus 
will be required for the classes in science each year. 

Some alterations were made in the heating system 
early in January. Since that time the rooms up stairs 
have been much more comfortable and the consumption 
of coal has decreased one-third. 

The work of the debating societies has been carried 
on as usual, and the customary prize-speaking contest of 
the Junior class will occur soon. 

The course in agriculture pursued throughout the 
first year is really valuable to the boys who intend to be 
farmers. It is interesting and is enjoyed by the class. In 
this course with the aid of our labratory facilities, es- 
sential facts and ideas are worked out and understood 
which could not be gained from home study, or from 
reading agricultural books and journals. The boy is ac- 
tually introduced to some of the essentials of practical, 
scientific farming. Yet, before demanding an extension 
of this course, I believe it would be well for the towns- 
people to make inquiry concerning the work in high 
schools in which several years in agriculture is offered, 
and to consider carefully its worth. As it is now, some 
of the best things a high school pupil is likely to . gain 
are presented in our course. Does it not seem that the 
student who wishes. to advance farther would do better 
to spend two years at an agricultural college where his 
more mature age, as well as advantages and instruction 
which a high school can not hope to supply, would im- 
part to him a knowledge which, without question, is 
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worth the effort and time Spent in procuring it? 

In nearly all high schools the study of Latin is fall- 
ing off. Whether this is right or not is a debatable ques- 
tion, and teachers as well as others line up on opposite 
sides. It is certain that many of our English words are 
derived from Latin words. It is certain also that Latin 
is rather an exact study, providing a good mental drill 
from which students gain not only a knowledge of the 
old Roman tongue, but an excellent idea of the construc- 
tions found in our own language. At present several 
purely commercial schools are offering Latin so that 
scholars may gain a more extended command of English 
which in turn, it is expected, will help in attaining suc- 
cess in business. The study of Latin is essential, even 
now, to the high school student who expects to enter 
college; and I believe it is one of the most valuable of all 
studies to the student who does not go beyond the high 
school course. I should like to see Latin pursued more 
generally in our school, not only because I deem it most 
valuable, but because it would tend to equalize the size 
of several classes, some of which are now larger, others 
smaller, than we wish them to be. On the other hand it 
is a mistake for some scholars to study Latin. Before 
entering high school the prospective student and his 
parents ought to talk over the matter together, and if 
they are in doubt, they should seek the counsel of the 
Superintendent or some teacher of the schoor. 

Some of the high school subjects are difficult This is 
well. The student’s mind should grapple with problems 
which require real effort in their solution and give gen- 
uine training. It follows that there is not time in our 
school day to do all that ought to be done. To secure 
the best results it is imperative that the average scholar 
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should spend at least one hour a day in study at home; 
when we consider the value of this work, two hours of 
home study do not seem excessive, nor unreasonable. 
Parents who have scholars in the high school can exert 
a helpful influence in this matter. There is a difference 
between the work that merely gets a scholar through 
school and that which is thorough and lasting. 

The chief deficiencies in our high school, it seems to 
ane, are lack of instruction in music and lack of system- 
atic guidance in athletic sports. Perhaps these are minor 
activities, nevertheless they are important. In connec- 
tion with this subject, I believe a third teacher should be 
employed full time instead of half time, as at present. As 
the matter stands now, when a new principal is to be 
selected, it is the Superintendent’s task to find a princi- 
pal whose wife is a teacher, who will teach three or four 
classes. This combination is not always easy to secure. 
If these conditions could be thrown aside, probably a 
principal who 1s well versed in music and athletic sports 
could be secured. The third teacher working full time 
would relieve the principal of one or two of his classes, 
thus giving him time to provide regular musical instruc- 
tion and to supervise the athletic work. This would 
make school work very complete, and in my opinion, the 
benefits derived would justify the increased cost. 

I heartily thank the school officials and townspeople 
generally for the generous provision of everything 
needed in the high school; and I wish to express my ap- 
preciation for the helpful suggestions which have been 
given me and for the interest manifested in our work.

COMMITTEE. 


To the citizens of Buxton, 

We herewith submit to you the following report: 

The High School at Buxton Center and the graded 
school at Bar Mills have been furnished with new fire 
escapes, which will provide ample means for the scholars 
to escape from the buildings in case of fire. 

The first of the Winter term of school the heating 
apparatus at the High school was not working in a sat- 
isfactory manner. The firm of A. H. Moulton, Portland, 
were engaged to locate the trouble and found it neces- 
sary to do some repiping. We are glad to say that it is 
now running satisfactorily, and requiring much less fuel. 

The grounds at the graded school at Bar Mills have 
been very nicely graded under the supervision of Mr. 
Lucius Hutcherson. 

We find the school at Salmon Falls to be in need of 
blackboards and recommend that new ones be put in. 

_ Arbor Day was observed at the High School by the 
scholars in sowing seeds and cleaning up the yard. 

The out sheds at Dearborn Hill have been put in 
good repair. 

The school building at West Buxton was in need of 
many repairs. Quite a lot of wood work was done _in- 
side. The building was painted outside as well as all the 
repair work. 

The Committee think that with the exception of 
some minor details the school buildings of the town are 
in good repair, and can be kept so with a moderate out- 
lay from year to year.
